Responsible Citizen Must 
Always Be Well Informed 


Psychiatrists say that a person who 
worries too much is neurotic, and one 
who doesn’t worry at all is out of con­ 
tact with reality. 
It seems pretty hard to strike a good 
balance, but, offhand, we would cer­ 
tainly be worried about anyone who 
doesn’t worry at all. 
Because, no matter how secure an 
individual’s own situation may be, he 
cannot, if he is a mature, responsible 
and intelligent person, ignore the fact 
that there are a good many problems in 
this old world. 
And, if he is a consci­ 
entious person, he will feel it is up to 
him to help in their solution. 
For instance: Right now there are two 
and a half million students in colleges 
and universities. By 1975 there are ex­ 
pected to be seven and a half million. 
Even now, university facilities are be­ 
ing strained. There aren’t enough build­ 
ings, and there aren’t enough instr uct­ 
ors and professors. What are we going 
to do? 
Another example: In the past, the 
United States has given economic aid to 
Tito, who had broken off from Russia. 
Now, he has resumed friendly relations. 
Where does this leave us? 
One more, just to make our point: 
The US economy has never been so 
good, but there are several weak points. 
Things are not so good for the farmer, 
and, right now\ Detroit auto workers 
are feeling a pinch. What can be done 
about this? 
The responsible citizen will consider 
these problems, and while no one can 
solve them alone, each of us can take 
various steps, according to his means, 
to help. It might be through force of 
public opinion— or direct financial aid 
— or new ideas. 
But, to know about them, and to be 
able to do something about these things, 
a person must be well informed. 
And 
that is what Arthur Hays Sulzberger, 
publisher of the New York Times, told 
the graduating class of Knox college in 
Galesburg, HI., last month. 
Mature judgment, Mr. Sulzberger

said, depends on a knowledge of the 
facts. 
“Remember,” 
he said, 
“that the 
sweetness of life can only be achieved 
in a democracy. Remember that dem­ 
ocracy depends upon the judgment of 
all the people and that you as one of 
them can play your proper role only if 
you know the facts.” 
Mr. Sulzberger further told the stu­ 
dents that the best way to keep in­ 
formed is through regular reading of a 
good newspaper. This, he said, in addi­ 
tion to reading good books and maga­ 
zines, listening to debates and forums, 
and holding discussions with friends, 
will give the responsible person the in­ 
formation he needs to understand and 
play a significant part in his country's 
affairs. 
This, we believe, is again evidence of 
the need everyone has for the type of 
information that only the newspaper 
can supply. It applies on all levels— 
national, state and local government, all 
important and affecting each one of us, 
can best be learned about through news­ 
paper columns. 
Each community newspaper has a 
particularly strong responsibility when 
it comes to reporting local government. 
Because, chances are, this is the only 
medium citizens of that town have to 
find out about the governing body that 
touches them most closely. If some­ 
thing is missed on state or national af­ 
fairs, they may catch up someplace else 
—other newspapers, magazines, even 
books. 
But not the community news. If the 
citizen doesn’t get it through his local 
newspaper, he will not be informed on 
it at all. 
It’s a big responsibility for both—the 
editor and the reader. The editor has to 
make sure the news is presented in 
good, readable form— and the mature 
individual must take the time to read 
and consider the issues. That's what 
makes government by the people.—The 
Publishers Auxiliary.

THE CASE FOR party re ­ 
sponsibility, which m eans giv­ 
ing one party control of both 
branches of governm ent, was 
well stated by P resident Ei­ 
senhow er recently w hen he 
was addressing a Citizens-for- 
E isenhow er rally in W ashing­ 
ton. He said: 
“I am a R epublican in our 
tw o-party 
system . 
C o n s e ­ 
quently, to do th at w ork best, 
I think it is only logical th a t 
th e people you give to me as 
my closest associates — if 
th at responsibility is again 
laid upon m e— be bound to 
me by term s of party loyalty 
as well as official and p er­ 
sonal loyalty. I think it is 
quite clear th a t in th a t way 
we preserve the integrity of 
the 
tw o-party 
system 
and 
m ake it possible to hold one 
single party responsible for 
anything th a t happens w ithin 
the federal governm ent.”

People Aren't 
So Decadent 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
In his le tte r of July 14, the 
Socialist L abor P arty’s can­ 
didate Hass has som ething to 
say which deserves considera­ 
tion. Y our position on this is­ 
sue 
is certainly 
com m end­ 
able, but, as Mr. Hass says, it 
is helpful to “discuss princi­ 
ple.” O ften it is difficult to 
convince som eone that his 
principles 
are 
“w rong” 
by 
sim ply telling him -so. 
It is suggested th a t social­ 
ism is the only tru e m eans to 
our salvation from “capitalist 
decadence” 
and 
class 
con­ 
flicts. Society ought to be re­ 
organized along the M arxist 
principles of collective own­ 
ership and m anagem ent of 
industry. 
“Socialism is the answ er to 
all social problem s.” Is it real­ 
ly? Listen to Marx, in the 
Com m unist M anifesto of 1848 
(rem em ber that, w hile the 
SLP rejects present-day com­ 
m unism as “ brutal despot­ 
ism ,” both have a common 
origin in th e dialectical m a­ 
terialism of Max and Engel): 
“In place of the old society, 
with its classes and class an­ 
tagonism , we shall found a 
society in w hich the free de­ 
velopm ent of each is the con­ 
dition for th e free develop­ 
m ent of all. . . . These aims 
can be attained only by the 
forcible overthrow of all ex­ 
isting social condition. . . 
T hen H eaven is to descend to 
earth; we shall live in a Uto­ 
pian fog in which religion is 
superfluous: “Law, m orality, 
and religion are -just so many 
bourgeois prejudices.” 
Thus we are to elim inate 
all conflicts, solve all of our 
problem s— and this by simply 
abolishing th eir cause. Now, 
seriously, w hat can possibly 
be “w rong” w ith such prin­ 
ciples as these? Of course, we 
overlook th e technical possi­ 
bility th a t m en can’t always 
be m ade to act and to thik 
like ants. The M arxists are 
up against a serious difficulty 
in the fact th at the cause of 
our secular problem s —r the 
nasty capitalist profit-m otive 
— has an im portant and un­ 
avoidable influence on hum an 
behavior, w hether we like it 
or not. 
But probably m ost of us 
will agree th a t people really 
aren ’t so wicked or so deca­ 
dent after all. And even if 
m en really could be made to 
feel like ants, how many of 
them would be happier? Con­ 
trary to M arx, w hat is best for 


“all” people cannot always be 
best for each one. And cer­ 
tainly one does not really 
solve problem s by running 
away from them , nor even by 
trying to abolish them .

the state by the Legislature, 
m em bers of which are repre­ 
sentatives of the people. 
Reason fo r the dither is the 
question of w hether or not 
the state em ployees are in a 
conspiracy to get around Sec­ 
tion 19730 of the governm ent 
code. This specifies th at state 
em ployees shall neither be di­ 
rectly nor indirectly involved, 
or in any m anner concerned 
about soliciting or receiving 
contributions, 
voluntary 
or 
involuntary “for any political 
purpose w hatever.” 


T H E 
CONSTITUTIONAL 
am endm ent is Proposition 10 
on the Nov. 6 ballot, which 
would, 
if 
adopted, 
m erely 
provide th a t the state can 
contract w ork out to private 
architects and e n g i n e e r s 
which the State Division of 
A rchitecture and other state 
departm ents can’t com plete 
on schedule. 
The state em ployees’ asso­ 
ciation has raised the bogey­ 
man of “spoils system re tu rn ” 
in an 
effort 
to defeat the 
am endm ent, and sent letters 
to its m em bers suggesting do­ 
nations. 


HERE IS WHAT “The Sac­ 
ram entan,” a publication of 
C hapter 2 of the state employ­ 
ees’ association, and, inciden­ 
tally, the largest chapter in 
the organization, has to say 
about th e solicitation:

LAW IN ACTION 
If Litigation Useless, 
Judge May Cancel Trial 


(The State Bar of Califor­ 
nia offers this column so you 
may know about our laws. 
It appears regularly in the 
Independent-Journal.) 
One side m ust make out a 
case at law before a judge w ill, 
let a trial jury decide it on the 
facts. So now and then the 
judge himself may call off a 
trial. He does this to save time 
and money in useless litiga­ 
tion. 
1. Demurrers: Suppose Sally 
Coe sues Richard Roe: If she’d 
get a divorce, Richard had 
promised, he w'ould m arry her. 
She did. But Richard, the cad, 
backed out. 
The court would toss this 
law suit out 
on 
dem urrer. 
Sally's story is all too true, 
but she failed to make out her 
case at law. For all the facts, 
the law will not enforce agree­ 
ments against public policy, 
like contracts to break up a 
marriage, to share the gains of 
a crime, to pay a gambling 
debt, etc. 
2. A 
directed 
verdict: 
A 
court may let a trial start, only 
to find that one side cannot 
produce enough facts to make 
out its case at law. 
The judge then directs the 
jury to bring in a verdict for 
the other side; but only when 
there still would not be enough 
evidence at face value to sup­ 
port any other verdict. 
For example, you were rude 


to Mrs. Grump. But since the 
law does not enforce courtesy, 
her law suit would fall flat the 
minute her lawyer stated it. 
Prove it all, you’d sav, and she 
would still have no “cause of 
action.” 
Or 
suppose 
Jones’ 
whole 
case rested on his belief that 
his father had never drawn 
the old deed to the farm. If 
the other side produced the 
deed at the trial, Jones’ case 
Mould fall through and the 
judge should order a directed 
verdict against Jones then and 
there. Why waste more time? 
« 
* 
3. Nonsuit: The judge may 
likewise declare a “nonsuit” 
for similar reasons, for ex­ 
ample, in a trial without a jury. 
4. Judgm ent notwithstanding 
i the verdict: Sometimes a judge 
: may not see that one side has 
made out no case at all until 
after the jury brings in its ver­ 
dict. Still, the judge may make 
a “judgm ent notwithstanding 
the verdict.” 
He thus overrides the jury’s 
verdict—but only when the law 
is so clearly against it that a 
court of appeals would also 
reverse the verdict anyhow.
